Stats., we have
completedh financial audit othe Injured Patients and Families
CompensatioriFund, which insures health care providers in
Wisconsinagainst medical malpractice claims that exceed the
primary malpractice insuranceahresholds established in
statutes. The Fund is managed by the €de of the
Commissionerof Insurance(OCI). We have provided an
unqualifiedauditor's report on th&unds financial statements
for the fiscal years ending June 30, 2009, 2008, and 2007.

The Funds financial position has declined significantly
overthe last two years. Its audited financial statements show
